Vienna Crumbling Fast, 
Citizens Revolt in Chaos 


LONDON, April 8.—(UP)—Red army troops captured Vienna's three main rail stations 
today and drove within a mile of the center of the city,.overrunning German defenses 
with increasing speed as Moscow reported that the Nazi garrison commander, Gen. Sepp 
Dietrich, had been assassinated. The fall of Austria’s historic metropolis appeared imminent. 
Fanning out through the city, Marshal Feodor I. Tolbukhin’s forces captured two of Vienna’s 


21 districts, Simmering and Favoriten, Moscow dispatches said. An official communique an-

The Marines and infantrymen 
now hold more than one-third of 
Okinawa. The Japanese had suf- 
fered a naval disaster in the loss 
of their 45,000-ton battleship Ya- 
mato, and in three weeks they had 
lost about 2,000 planes destroyed 
or damaged from Formosa to their 
homeland. 

Nimitz announced that fighter 
planes of the Second Marine Aijir- 
craft Wing had begun using a cap- 
tured airdrome on Okinawa, with 
Maj. Gen. F. P. Mulcahy, of the 
Marines, in command of shore- 
based tactical planes. 

Superfortresses which attacked 
Tokyo and Nagoya, Japan, Satur- 
day, were escorted by fighters 
based on Iwo, 750 miles from To- 
kyo, and now fighter planes were 
operating on Okinawa, 362 miles 
from southwestern, Japan. 

JAPS SHOT DOWN 


Of the Japanese planes shot 


down, 1,100 were definitely de 
stroyed in the air with a probable 
loss of more than 1,000 pilots. 
Japan is even more seriously in 
need of pilots than of planes. 

The apanese ground forces 
were fighting hard on Okinawe 
now, in the south at least, hut 
the enemy command had blunder- 
ed fatally by failing to resist in 
the first few days. 

Infantrymen were believed to 
be within two miles of Naha, a 
city of 65,000 people, at the west 
coast end of their attack line. They 
captured the villages of Uchito- 
mari and Kaniku Saturday and 
made small gains Sunday—200 
yards on the west coast and 400 
yards on the east coast. 

The Japanese had now thrown 
their heavy artillery into the fight.

Reich Civilians Sicken 
In Nazi Charnel House

WITH THE U. S. THIRD ARMY IN GERMANY, April 8.—(INS). 
Prominent citizens of the industrial center of Ohrdruf witnessed the 
horrors of a concentration camp today and viewed the bodies of 30 
men who hgd been shot through the head and covered with lime. 


The civilians, two truck loads of‘ 
them, were “invited” by the Fourth 
Armored Division to see the bodies 
of Americans, Poles, Russians and 
Czechs murdered by Hitler’s Huns. 
They were herded around the spot 
where the stripped and skeleton- 
ized corpses lay unburied. 

But one of the town’s former 
burgomeisters and his wife were 
not in the group. They saw the 
sight yes y, and this morning 
their bodies were found hanging 
and their wrists were slashed. Per- 
haps they were murdered, or may- 
be it was suicide. 

Around the scene of Nazi mur- 
der, the citizens who had lived on 
plundered European nations stood 
and heard an American officer de- 
liver a grim lecture in short, cold 
sentences. A doughboy interpreter 
drove his words into the minds of 
the people who had permitted this

“They are brought here to see 
with their own eyes what is en- 
tirely reprehensible by any human 
standards.

“We are holding the entire Ger- 
man nation responsible for such 
fiendish acts through their tolera- 
tion of the Nazi government.”

Untouched ‘Gold’ Swims 
12 Miles Off Georgia Coast

Beyond the 12-mile limit off Georgia’s coast is a virtually un- 
touched fisheries reservoir that could be developed for this state’s 
benefits, according to Dr. E. P. Creaser, superintendent of coastal 
fisheries for the state game and fish department. 


In a report filed with Director 
Charies N. Elliott, Dr. Creaser 


observed that Georgia fisheries at 
the present time concerns itself 
with the inland protected waters 
(sounds and estuaries) and wa- 
ters offshore no further than 12 
miles. Practically no fishing craft 
are engaged in regular fishing 
beyond the 12-mile limit. 

“The gulf stream which swerves 
offshore as it goes northward 
is a virtually untouched fisheries 
reservoir,” Creaser stated. “‘Pom- 
pano, mackerel, blackfish, red 
snapper and various species of

“In fact,” he says, “it looks bet- 
ter now because there have been 
few coal fires since the war and 
the rain has washed the buildings. 

“Parisians are kind: and they do 
anything they think an American 
would like. Strangers go blocks 
out of their way to direct. I love 
the way they stroll! on their boule- 
vards, and always they are happy. 
New Yorkers, by wavy of contrast, 
always look sad as tihough some 
one were beating them out of some 
money. Londoners just look ter- 
ribly preoccupied with something 
of the utmost importance. 

“I like the way Parisians live: 
the way policemen. salute you 
when you ask them something: 
tneir complete lack of self-con- 
sciousness; the effort they always 
make to be charming.”

ANKARA, Turkey—(By Mail)—Coming back © 


from Istanbul on the famous express, part of 
= the Berlin-to-Bagdad line of which the late Kaiser 
Wilhelm dreamed, I awoke early and raised the window shade. 


There was snow everywhere. We pulled iito a small station 
and the few persons on the platform stamped tiseir feet and pulled 
their necks deep into the mufflers wrapped about those necks. 
There was a long vista of white all the way*across the rolling 
prairie where it joined with the rising heights of the Taurus 
mountains, lost in a morning mist. 


I knew that back in Cairo it was warm and the barefooted 
“fellahs” and natives of the city were going about without dis- 
comfort. The Nile would be steaming with the; morning sun and 
the flowers would be growing fresh and bright. 


I lay back in the blankets for a while and remembered France 
and Belgium. They have haunted me since I was there, freezing 
and miserable in the worst winter in years. » ent not afraid of 
the snow in Turkey. I knew that the air would be crisp and 
clean at Ankara; that the air would be blue and good: that the 
hotel would be heated and that any building Iemight visit would 
be warm. é' 


I knew, too, that the meals would be ample, even luxurious. I 
knew that at every office or home to be visited jthere would be the 
inevitable cup of Turkish coffee, heavy and s*eet. I recalled a 
black market search for a pound of bad English, coffee which cost, 
finally, $6, when we fund it on a snow-bound greet in Paris. 


Spring is coming. I have seen it in between snows. It has 
arrived at some places. But winter still holds on, as I write, where 
our men fight. It holds on in France and Ary in the form of 
cold floods which have immobilized the canal boats and railroads. 
Soon it will be spring everywhere, but | know that with me at 
least and with millions of persons who knew winter more inti- 
mately and tragically than I, this winter is going to be a black 
weight in their minds for months to come. Thery will never forget 
it. Generations hence there will be persons who will tell stories 


of the great winter of 1944-45. 
: In Ankara I saw a smallj notice about snow 
Winter and War and cold and flood at HY not but I remem- 
bered France and Belgium. Winter and war j{o together in their 
worst aspects. Winter is a great ally of war. I don’t know how the 
people of France and Belgium lasted it out. Tw be cold, day after 
day, week after week, hour after hour; never to have any heat; 
never to be warm; never to be really well fed. ‘Dhose things pile up 
in the mind until one wants to scream and do desperate things. 


At the maternity hospital in Paris an average of 12 newly 
born babies died every day, and France has. desperate need of 
babies. Old persons died of pneumonia and of' always being cold. 
The. young and the middle-aged became despondent, tired, weary, 
and discouraged to the point of immense frustration. 


I remembered the three days in Brussels when there was no 
bread for sale in all thit great city. I recalled the little children, 
pinched with cold, stanling in line with old tghawls about their 
heads and shoulders, their pitiful shoes wet with slush and snow, 
waiting to be told there was no bread. I recall ed the mothers, the 
poor ones, lumpy and hopeless looking with the look of cattle, 
waiting in line before the miserable food shoyj 3s. 

And always there was the cold that bit and penetrated. And 
always there was the cold house to go back tc, with no fire and 
no fuel. 

As long as I shall live I will never like winter again. As long 
as | shall live I will never be able to wipe out thhe memory of those 
people and those children. I1 have written i@¢bout it before. I 
know that. It could be worse. I know that, tom 


The other night I talked, in Cairg with an officer 
Prague and a doctor just back from Prague. The hospital 
there, he said, had 100 beds in it. The Germais had destroyed or 
taken all the equipment and the sheets, pillows and blankets. 

Of the 100 beds only 20 had a thin mattreys, he said. The 
others had planks on them and wounded and sick: men anti women 
lay on them. There was no cover. The fortuprsate brought old 
pieces of carpets from their homes. He said we would never for- 
get those people or their faces which have the4 dumb-driven, hope- 
less look.

It was 
barred at the door.

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Little Rocket Ships 
Ease Invasion Paths 


The first rocket ships wrere used during the 
invasion of Sicily. Even thim, they were largely 
experimental but proved /their worth, never-

Large numbers of the mighty little craft twere used at the in- 
vasion of Normandy. They have been used in the Pacific, against 
the Japanese on the islands of the Philippines) and elsewhere. 

Today, as our Navy authorities permit some details of what 
were for long secret weapons to be divulged,, we are beginning to 
appreciate the mighty power of the little roclcet ships. You never 
knew, did you, that the total salvos fired from one of these offensive 
ships—called the LCT(R) (Landing Craft Ttank-Rocket) is equal 
to approximately 214 times the firepower of such a 45,000-ton 
battleship as the New Jersey. 

In addition to the LCT(R) other small cretft are equipped with 
rockets, including the LCI and the LCVP. All fire their rockets 
in salvos and with extreme accuracy. 

According to the magazine “Ships, 


Another Chinese First published by; the Shipbuilders 


Council of America, the Chinese were the fitrst to use rockets in 
combat, as long ago as 1232 when they were fighting the hordes of 
Kublai Khan. 

It was, however, the British Royal Navy lin this war that did 
the first work toward bringing the rocket-firifhg ship to perfection. 
They first installed rocket cradles on small assault craft. They 
were found most effective. Then they fitted:some LCT’s and tried 
them out in the invasion of Sicily. 

Ordnance and gunnery officers of the U. S.4Navy watched these 
experiments with keen interest. Secret tests = trials were made 
by the California Institute of Technology, the National Defense 
Research Committee and the Navy. 

Our first rocket ships were considerabhy smaller than the 
British and were known as LCS(S). Later we took the British 
LCT(R), redesigned it to our plans and protiuced a fleet of new 
craft in various sizes, highly specialized uniis known as support 
groups 4o provide protection for landing opeisztions. 

It was rough training for the officers andj crews. The weapon 
Was so new everything about it had to be developed by the trial 
and error method, from scratch. 

The rocket ships are designed for close-in cfffensive work. Prior 
to the Normandy invasion there was a dress rehearsal, held in 
secret at an unannounced -place, before top-ranking Navy officers. 
That rehearsal convincingly proved the value of the rocket firing 
ships. 

= the invasion of Normandy the rocket ships, for the first time, 
joined other combat ships in force. They edged in close to shore 


and started blasting away. 
Describing the actiwal firing of the rock- 
How They Appear ets, “Ships” says: 

“Streaks of broad flame spurted from thg hollow shell of the 
craft and entire salvos of rocket torpedoes arched toward the 
shore defenses. Back of each rocket was a fantastic, roaring sil- 
ver tail of fire that propelled it directly to carefully selected 
enemy targets. Seconds later the first salvo landed and the shore 
defenses pulverized in a terrific roar and becrame a raging inferno. 
The Normandy test was a battle test and iresults were shrewdly 
appraised. The rocket-shooting ship was no Jonger an experiment, 
something conceived jointly by Jules Verne and Buck Rogers. 

“The LCT(R) carries hundreds of rockets. They are fired in 
salvos. Each salvo overlaps the preceding pone, blankets a given 
objective. The high explosive charge can wirtually eliminate all 
secondary fortifications, mine fields, wipe, entanglements, ma- 
chinegun nests and shallow pillk_boxes. Tihe destructive fire is 
similar to that of heavy mortars. 

“The real virtue of the rocket-firing ship lies in its capacity for 
in-fighting, getting close to the enemy and then pouring in a 
cloud of accurately aimed projectiles.” 

Someone has described the rocket as Yammunition without 
ordnance, the soul of artillery without the tpody.” 

So, rockets are not only usable for such sgtanic,-indiscriminate, 
badly aimed killing as that of the V-weapons ‘used by the Germans 
against London, but can be legitimate weapons, aimed at fortifica-

Russian Action 
Vindicates Our Policy 


WASHINGTON.—Moscow’s action in serving 

ie... notice of intention to renounce the existing non- 

; ie aggression pact with Japan may be closely linked 

with the resignation, announced on the same day, of the Japanese 
government. ' 


Officials here see in it all the possibility—though a thin one, 
perhaps—of an early Japanese collapse. Such a development could 
come coincident with or shortly after the downfall of Germany, 
now imminent. . 


Other factors entered into the situation no doubt. The Ameri- 
can invasion of Okinawa, only 325 miles from the Japanese home 
islands, preceded by the earlier capture of Iwo Jima just off Ja- 
pan’s front door, are war developments which brought serious 
repercusa in Tokyo, plus the fact of Germany’s growing disin- 
egration. 


State Department sources have been expecting the Japanese gov- 
ernment to fall for at least a month now. It has been tottering 
ever since Gen, MacArthur’s successful return to the Philippines, 
which was a great milestone in the war on the Japs. 


But the overwhelming factor—one thing which undoubtedly 
threw the Japanese government into a tailspin—was the sensational 
— 2 Moscow. To the Japs that was the final handwriting on 
the wall, 


The effect of the Moscow announcement was to serve notice 
on Japan that Russian intervention in the Pacific war is inevitable. 


Moscow did not say that in so many words. It only announced 
that the present non-aggression pact will not be renewed when it 
expires a year hence, a notice required by the terms of the treaty. 
But the implications are clear enough. 


The whole thing was well timed to bring pressure on Japan for 
getting out of the war while at least a part of her industrial machine 
is still intact. The coming fall of Germany will cause the Russian 


action to have an even greater impact in Tokyo. 

: What happened at Moscow was no surprise to 
No Surprise the uppercrust of Washington officialdom. More 
than a year ago former Secretary of State Hull, after his return 
from Russia, told certain of his senate confidants that if the critics 
of the Soviet Union only knew what was going on they would keep 
their mouths shut. 


Mr. Hull let it be known in a few restricted circles that we had 
a complete understanding with Russia. President Roosevelt’s fine 
hand is seen moving in the background of the commitments we have 
obtained. No intelligent person ever had a right to assume that, in 
due course, we would not be able to command the fullest co-opera- 
tion from Russia in the war on Japan. 

The inference from what Mr. Hull said was that Russia could 
be counted on to play a leading role in the Pacific operations once 
the German threat was removed. No one had a right to expect 
more than this. 

To the Russians’ credit it should be said that Moscow did not 
wait for the final German collapse to serve notice of her intentions 
with respect to Japan. Neither did they resort to treachery in 
withholding their intentions from Japan. Tokyo is given notice 
openly and courageously. The Russian die in the Pacific has been 
cast. 

All of this must make a lot of criti¢s of the Soviet regime feel 
silly. The Hearst and McCormick press, leaders of the Russian 
maligners, have continually harped on a critica] theme against Mos 
cow for its failure to lend aid in the Japanese war. They have 
shown a narrow-mindness and a meanness which have been de 
signed to disrupt relations with our principal European ally. 

Now most of their words will have to be eaten. It will be in- 
teresting to see what new line they take. 

The President, it may be said, has never had the slightest doubt 
about Russia’s attitude. He and Joe Stalin have understood each 
other from the beginning. They probably worked things out at 
their first meeting. Under the circumstances Mr. Roosevelt must 
have been amused, though highly embarrassed at times, by some 
of the critical comment that has been hurled at Russia. 

Now our policies are vindicated. Moscow's action is equivalent 
to throwing the final pieces of timber on the fire that is to cook 
the Japanese goose.

Yet, peace was the faith, 
the belief, the hope of all the 
ordinary people of this earth. Oft- 
en they could not understand why 
the politicians needed wars and 
armaments and soldiers, why they 
became so involved and twisted 
in the complications of policy. 

Therefore, such conferences as 
Quebec, Moscow, Tehran, Yalta, 
Mexico City, Bretton Woods, Dum- 
barton Oaks and San Francisco 
arousec exciting hopes that some- 
thing would be accomplished to 
make another war, involving ev- 
ery nation, impossible. That 
aspiration is based upon the moral 
sense of man. And no moral per- 
son can oppose the trial and ef- 
fort in that direction. 


Nevertheless, certain aspects of 
the San Francisco conference are 
frightening, and it were best to 
criticize them in advance, even 
to try to rectify them in advance 
rather than to wait vainly and 
despairingly for a promise of a 
lasting peace. 

First, it must be noted that San 
Francisco is not to be a peace con- 
ference. It will have nothing to 
do with the settlement of boun- 
daries, the “reorganization and re- 
construction of conquered and lLib- 
erated countries, and perhaps even 
not with the reallocation of colo- 
nies and seéemi-colonial countries. 

It is a conference primarily for 
the re-establishment of another 
and different League of Nations 
as a machinery of peace and the 
amendment and reconstitution of 
the Covenant of the League of 
Nations into a charter for the new 
body. 

San Francisco is to be the ter- 
minal meeting of conferences that 
have already taken place and it 
will be required to confirm the 
results of those prior meetings, at 
Dumbarton Oaks, Mexico City and 
Yalta. Overshadowing it will be 
the Yalta decisions, not all of 
which are known and few of 
which have been clarified. 


For instance, in the old League, | 


the British had six members rep- 
resenting the empire and its do- 
minions; no other country pos- 
sessed more than one member and 
one vote. In the new league, Rus- 
sia now claims three votes and 
the United States may or may not 
demand three. Soviet Russia can 
claim 16 or more votes as rep- 
resenting the autonomous Soviet 
Republics and she might add to 
those Finland, Latvia, Esthonia, 
Lithuania, Poland and other con- 
quered countries. Thus, San Fran- 
cisco stands in the shadow of the 
absurdities of Yalta, where the 
three mighty powers sought not 
universal peace but a balance of 
power, an equalization of strength. 
Upon that rock, no peace can be 
built for now or forever more. 
For if the new peace structure 
is to stand, it must be built for 
principles not for power, for jus- 
tice not for enslavement, for the 
safeguarding of civilization, not 
for retribution. That peace must 
come is the decision of mankind; 
therefore must our eyes be vigi- 
lantly on the accomplishments of 
San Frencisco—and open its de- 
fects and failures. Vigilance is

Secret of Vinson's Success 


In the heart of every baffled 
government bureaucrat today there 
is this question: What’s Fred Vin-

protest that Vinson was not a| 


businessman, to ask what he knew 
about banking, to inquire wheth- 
er he had ever met a payroll?

They asked all those things of 
Henry Wallace, who, in the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, had 
managed a tremendous banking 
operation, and who in a successful 
private business had met a sizable 
payroll, and then turned him 
down. Unanimously, they con- 
firmed Vinson—not a banker, not 
a businessman, not a  payroll- 
meeter. 

Could it be because Vinson 
a man without opinions? No. 
director of economic stabilization, 
Vinson set himself across the path 
of one powerful group after an- 
other. He carried out the Presi- 
dent’s orders to hold the line 
against inflation, but he did it 
without making enemies. When 
the OPA, yielding to the demands 
of the oil producers, recommend- 
ed a 35-cent increase in the price 
of crude oil, Vinson refused to 
permit it, even though Harold 
Ickes, petroleum administrator, 
supported the recommendation. An 
effort was made in congress to 
override Vinson’s decision, with 
Speaker Rayburn himself taking 
the floor for that purpose.

Disney, of Oklahoma, author of the 
overriding resolution, a few weeks 
later made a speech practically 
nominating Vinson for president. 

It was the same when Vinson 
rejected a proposed increase 
wages of railroad labor. an in- 
crease which other government 
agencies had indorsed.

Callan Living 
In New York, | 
‘Waits’ for FBI 


Hugh Callan, 39, former soldier 
now wanted here to finish serv- 
ing a 10-year term cn a charge of 
making abusive remarks about the 
President, is living in New York 
City, according to an Associated 
Press dispatch from that city. Cal- 
lan says he is waiting for the FBI 
to “come and get him.” 


Denying that he had “fled” the 
jurisdiction of the Atlanta court, 
Callan said that his present ad- 
dress is registered on the appeal 
papers in his case and “here I 
am at that same address.” 


Callan said that he intends to 
take the pauper’s oath and will try 
to get the federal court there to 
appoint counsel to take his case 
to the supreme court of the 
United States, 

Convicted of sedition at Camp 
Blanding, Fla., in May, 1942, Cal- 
lan was sentenced to 20 years in 
prison. President Roosevelt re- 
duced this sentence to 10 years. 

Judge Underwood, in the United 
States district court here, released 
Callan on his own recognizance 
after holding that Callan’s con- 


viction was illegal. The United 
States circut court of appeals in 


New Orleans recently reversed 
that opinion. 

Callan said he would remain at 
his Bronx address until federal of- 
ficers take him into custody.

Rep. Rabout, Democrat, Michi- 
gan, recommended a recognizable 
emblem “symbolic of devotion and 
service.”

Dingell, Democrat, Michi- 
gan, also claimed the house floor 
with a brief, sharp criticism of dis- 
charge buttons. Two hours later, 
Rep. Kelly, Democrat, Illinois, 
spoke the same speech word for 
word. No one minded. “It was 
handed to me,” he said later, 
“Won't happen again. From here 
on I’m using my own stuff.” 


Mrs. Roosevelt became concern- 
ed over the question, asserting that 
ex-service people were constantly 
beins insulted by thoughtless peo- 
ple. She revealed that she had 
sent a new design for a pin or a 
button to the War Department— 
one not so small and inconspicu- 
ous. I got her secretary on the 
phone and found this to be true. 
However, it isn’t Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
own design, I was told. 


Aside from the, fact that the 
present button isn’t very distinc- 
tive, it has been given practically 
no publicity. So people don’t know 
what it means. I’ve met many men 
still in the service who don’t rec- 
ognize it, Also, it doesn’t distin- 
guish- between the men who have 
been discharged because of dis- 
ability, and others—as World War 
I discharge buttons did. 


But, according to a War Depart- 
ment announcement, the present 
design will be retained. A large 
numbe: of buttons are on hand for 
distribution. This was understood 
to be one of the reasons for no 
change. The button is made of a 
cheap, plastic material. A couple 
of million must have cost the gov- 
ernment as much as $2,000—or 
else it got stuck. If you lose yours 
or want a spare—10 cents at any 
Army or Navy installation. Thirty- 
five cents at authorized stores.

Slave Laborers Grab 
Metternich Estate 


And Open Commune 


By LEE CARSON. 

OBERLIBLAR, Germany, April 
8—(INS)—On the vast feudal 
estate of Count Metternich, Nazi 
gauleiter of art in the greater 
Reich and master of thousands of 
slaves from conquered Europe, a 
Russian and a Pole have estab- 
lished the first Communistic set- 
tlement in Germany today. 

A few days ago a sturdy blond 
Soviet officer and his aide-de- 
camp, Stanislaw, led a_ revolt 
which grabbed the castle of Ober- 
liblar from Metternich and liber- 
ated 250 slave laborers before the 
American troops marched in.’ 

After starving slowly on those 
fertile acres for four years, bent 
men and women from Russia, Po- 
land and France took over Metter- 
nich’s four huge, self-supporting 
estates from the Nazi aristocracy 
in a brief, bloodless struggle. 

The Russian officer said: 

“My friend, tre Pole. and I just 
rushed the overseer and demand- 
ed the keys. Then we slaves be- 
gan eating for the first time. We 
didn’t let our people get even with 
the overseer or Metternich, al- 
though plenty of them wanted to 
kill the two. 

“It is hard to control people 
filled with hatred—people who 
have been abused and tortured. 

“I just told Metternich, ‘You 
don’t have to be afraid, we are 
not going to hurt you. But from 
now on we are boss here. If you 
want something to eat, ask for it 
and we will give it to you.’ 

LIVE IN BARNS 

“Two of the big barns have been 
converted into living quarters for 
liberated slaves—one for women 
and the other for men. The wom- 
en do the cooking and the barn- 
yard work while the men do the 
heavy farming, carrying and fetch- 
ing. Their number has been in- 
creased by the arrival of 43 Rus- 
sian prisoners who were freed by 
the Allied advance and 50 Italians 
from a factory camp.” 

Count Metternich, 


clean white muffler, has been re- 
placed as owner of the establish- 
ment by an ever-growing number 
of tired and ragged slave labor- 
ers who drift down the road from 
the front in lost and bewildered 
bands. 

The count, once master of thou- 
sands of these men and women 
who were shanghaied from the 
conquered countries of Europe, 
was the curator of the massive art 
collection stolen from the mu- 
seums and churches of France, 
Poland and other countries. His 
estates were run like “old south- 
ern plantations” and each estate 
boasted some 250 slaves super- 
vised by an overseer who-~could 
call the Gestapo at any time to 
deal with refractory vassals. 
SENDS SOS 

The master of these installations 
was toppled from his throne a 
few days ago. The U. S. First Di- 
vision received an SOS from two 
children who brought his message 
to the Americans. It said, “Come 
at once, the Poles will kill us.”

Steam-Electric 
Generating Plant 


Georgia's newest power plant, a 
100,000 horsepower addition to the 
Atkinson steam-electric generating 
Station, located on the Chattahoo- 
chee river near Bolton, is being 
pushed rapidly toward completion, 
according to an announcement by 
the Georgia Power Company. The 
new pe-ver unit will go into serv- 
ice next July or August, it was 
stated. 

Plant Atkinson’s big generator 
will have a capacity of 60,000 kilo- 
watts and will be able to turn out 
1,500,000 kilowatt hours of electric- 
ity a day under conditions of full 
operation. It will increase the total 
capacity of the generating plant 
to 300,000 horsepower, with a max- 
imum production of 4,500,000 kilo- 
watt hours a day. 

The huge concrete and steel 
building, 10 stories high, which 


Exp as ae ma 


will house the generator, is well 
advanced and the installation of 
machinery has begun. The gener- 
ator, weighing 150 tons, is expect- 
ed to arrive from the factory 
shortly, on specially-built freight 
cars designed to carry extremely 
heavy loads. Massive reinforced 
concrete foundations are being 
rushed to completion to accommo- 
date the load. The 10-story steam 
boiler is partly erected. 

An idea of the tremendous size 
of Plant Atkinson may be obtained

With all three units in opera- 
tion, Plant Atkinson will burn 48 
carloads of coal every day of 50 
tons each, or 2,400 tons in all.

will be of the same capacity as 
the two units now operating, it 
will be of more advanced design 
and even more efficient in the use 
of fuel. It will operate at 900 
pounds per square inch of steam 
pressure at a temperature of 900 
degrees Fahrenheit. The present 
units operate at 450 pounds pres- 
sure and 750 degrees temperature. 
The 20-ton rotor of the generator 
will turn at a speed of 3,600 rev- 
olutions per minute, instead of l1,- 
800 revolutions. 


This advanced design will en- 
able the plant to produce one kilo- 
watt hour of electricity with nine- 
tenths of a pound of coal, instead 
of requiring one-and-one-tenth 
pounds as is the case with the two 
existing generators. This apparent- 
ly minute reduction in the coal re- 
quired to produce one kilowatt 
hour will mean a total saving of 


150 tons of coal every day, or 


enough coal to heat 25 average- 
sized homes for an entire winter. 

Plant Atkinson, which is located 
only 10 miles from Atlanta, sup- 
plies power for the city’s require- 
ments and is carried to all parts 
of the state over the Georgia Pow- 
er Company’s transmission lines. 
It supplies the power needs of the 
Bell bomber plant and other war 
industries. 

Construction of the new unit 
was begun last April under prior- 
ties granted by the WPB because 
it was decided that the output 
of the plant would be necessary 
for war production purposes, to 
meet the growing production 
schedule of B-29s and other vital 
war needs. 

While Plant Atkinson’s new unit 
is primarily a war project, its pow- 
er output will be available after 
the war to increase Georgia’s al- 


one and a half years ago and has 
added many improvements in 
equipment and service since that 
time. 

Another partner, Anthony Fos- 
ter, has a varied experience in 
operating restaurants throughout 
the country. At one time Mr. Fos- 
ter operated eight restaurants in 
Chicago, Ill.; two restaurants in 
Hammond, Ind.; a popular eating 
place in Montgomery, Ala., and 
most recently has operated, and 
still owns, a place in Griffin, Ga.
